The town is r.ot a hotbed of dis- 


ease nor is it a menace and has not 
been this summer. A neahhy condi- 
tion has pre-.aiicd notwithstanding

Xo dis- 
ease or contagion or epidemic has 
broken out. If the r:rmy cantonment 
was not here the c'>iuHtion< would be 
so normal as not 10 attract the at- 
tention o: a single health official.

•ahead and clean up. 


The local Board went ahead as far 


as ordinances and authority permit- 
ted and explained their limitations. 


The State Board of Health wanted

There are unsanitary things due to 
the camp, for instance, the state of 
Plum Run. and an open run to W-l- 
loughby Run.

the expense of the unusual clean-up 
for the protection of the cantonment.

If Frenchmen knew how 
steadily and inevitably the war pres- 
sure on Germany is increasing there 
would be none of this talk about 
their own weariness. 


"If the Allies can surmount the last 


quarter of an hour unfaltering vic- 
tory is in their grasp. Germany^ has 
the advantage, being 'a close corpo- 
ration.' Her press and public opinion 
are well in hand. She can maintain 
the bluff right up to the finish, unless 
the Allies force a showdown: she 
is 
apparently 
at

maximum 


strength, but with her army so shat- 
tered by losses as to be almost a 
skeleton of what it was. The world 
will probably never learn the real 
figures of the German losses. Even 
high officials will tell you that much 
has been suppressed in the public in- 
terest.

War and Human Nature. 


Referritig to the oft repeated claim 


that there can be no such thing as uni- 
versal peace, because war is a phase of 
human nature—that men always bare 
and always will tiyht.

Garden Soil. 


Test your garden soil for acidity. 


Procure a dime's worth of blue litmus 
paper at a druif store. Make a slit or 
incision in the damp soil, put in paper 
two-thirds its length and leave it for a 
half hour. If the change of color is to 
red or deep pink your soil needs heavy 
liming. If there is no change of color 
liming will be of little value. 


If garden soil is heavy, or "hungry"' 


—that is, harsh and lacking in humus- 
give it plenty of well rotted stable ma- 
nure. Nothing could be better. If the 
soil is in excellent physical condition 
bonemeal with the addition of a little 
potash will supply the plant food nec- 
essnry for any ordinary crop of plants 
or mere annual growth. 


Eat Less; Do More. 


A fat nation is no good. Lean na- 


tions accomplish things. We should 
eat less and think more, have smaller 
girth and larger chests, less on the hip 
and more on the thorax, have fewer 
potatoes at dinner and more books 
after dinner, more exercise and less 
chewing. A strong person can subsist 
on a little oatmeal and philosophy and 
outwalk, outtalk, outthink, and in ev- 
ery way outdo the person who travels 
the long route from soup to nuts and 
goes to sleep afterward as an anaconda 
fell of sheep or monkeys might.

Statement Outlining tk* Policy of 


the Coming Administra- 


tion. 


President Wilson signed the new 


Food Law labt Friday and immedi- 
ately appointed Herbert C. Hoover, 
food administrator, who issued at 
once the following statement: 


"The hopes of the food administra- 


tion are threefold. 
. 
«'Fjrst_To so guide the trade in the 


fundamental food commodities as to 
eliminate MCIOUS speculation, extor- 
tion and wasteful practices. _and to 
stabilize prices in the essential sta- 
ples.SCCond—To guard our exports so 
that against the world's shortage we 
retain sufficient supplies for our own 
people and to co-operate with the 
allies to prevent inflation of prices. 


"Third—That we stimulate in every 


manner within our power the saving 
of our food, in order that we may 
increase exports to our allies to a 
point which will enable them to prop- 
erly provision their armies and to 
feed their people during the coming 
winter. 
. 
. 
„ , 
"The food administration is called 


into being to stabilize and not to dis- 
turb conditions, and to defend hon- 
est enterprise against 
illegitimate 


competition. It has been devised to 
correct the abnormalities and abuses 
that have crept into trade by reason 
of the world disturbance, and to re- 
store business as far as may be to a 
reasonable basis. 
"The business men of this country, 


I am convinced, as a result of many 
hundreds of conferences with repre- 
sentatives of the great forces of food 
supply, realize their own patriotic 
obligation and the solemnity of the 
situation and will fairly and gener- 
ously co-operate in meeting the na- 
tional emergency. I do not believe 
that drastic force need be applied to 
maintain economic distribution and 
sane use of supplies by the great ma- 
jority of American people, and I have 
learned a deep and abiding faith in 
the 
intelligence of 
the 
average 


American business man, whose aid 
•we anticipate and depend on to reme- 
dy the evils developed by the war, 
which he admits and deplores as 
deeply as ourselves. 


"But if there be those who expect 


to exploit this hour of sacrifice, if 
there 
are 
men or 
organizations 


scheming to increase the trials of 
this country, we shall not hesitate 
to apply to the full the drastic coer- 
cive powers that congress has con- 
ferred upon us in this instrument. 


Wheat Control Comes First. 


"In enforcing the measures of the 


act it is not our intention to proceed 
with a host of punitive measures, but 
rather by co-ordination with the va- 
rious trades to effect such construc- 
tive regulations as will render gambl- 
ing, extortion and other wasteful 
practices impossible and will stabil- 
ize prices. Indulgence in profiteer- 
ing in this hour of national danger is 
far from the wish or the will of the 
vast majority of our business peo- 
ple, and I am convinced that while 
we must have ready in reserve the 
corrective powers given us, we shall 
by these powers free the great ma- 
jority from necessity to compete 
•with operators whose sole effort is 
to inflate prices and bring into disre- 
pute the majority of honest traders. 


"We propose to proceed as rapidly 


as possible with constructive regula- 
tion in various commodities, and to 
announce each program as quickly as 
it is properly formulated. We hope 
within the next few days to announce 
the method of wheat and flour con- 
trol. 


"The deep obligation is upon us to 


iced the armies and the peoples asso- 
ciated with us in this struggle. The 
diversion of 40,000/100 of their men to 
war or war work, the additional mil- 
lions of women drafted to the places 
of their husbands and brothers, the 
toll of the submarine have all con- 
spired to so reduce production that 
their harvests this autumn will fall 
500,000,000 bushels of grain below 
their normal production. 


"Always dependent upon import 


from other countries for a substan- 
tial part of their food needs, our 
western European allies, because of 
the ^destruction ot shipping by sub- 
marine and the isolation from the 
normal markets by belligerent lines, 
are forced to a large degree upon 
our markets, not only as the nearest, 
but as the only market capable of re- 
lieving their bitter necessities.

"Therefore, whereas we exported 


before the war but 80,000.000 bushels 
of wheat per annum, this year, by 
one means or another, we must fine: 
for them 225.000,000 bushels, and this 
in the face of a short crop. Our best 
will but partly meet their needs, for 
even then they must reduce their 
bread consumption 25 per cent, and

foods, wheat, grain, beef, pork and

have for our own u$c a superabund- 
ance of foodstuffs of other kinds— 
the perishables, fish, corn and other 
cereals—and surely our first mani- 
fest duty is to substitute these for 
those other products which are of 
greater use to our fellow-fighters. 


"Our second duty is to eliminate 


wastes to the last degree. Seventy 
per cent of our people are well 
known to be as thrifty and careful as 
any in the world, and they consume 
but little or no more than is neces- 
sary 
to 
maintain 
their physical 


strength. 
They can, however, sub- 


stitute foods as abo\e. It is not too 
much to ask the other 30 per cent, by 
simpler living, to reduce their con- 
sumption. The substitutions we ask 
impose no hardships, and the elimi- 
nation of waste is to-day no more 
than a patriotic service. 


"Every ounce of waste is a contri- 


bution toward starvation. Our allies 
have reduced consumption _ by 
the 


most drastic measures, but it is im- 
possible to reduce consumption to 
those in war work and engaged in 
other physical labor. 


"Therefore, the incidence of this 


drastic reduction among our allies 
falls upon the old people and the 
women and children, and any short- 
age in the supplies we may send 
them will fall upon this class and 
this class only; for, until they are 
reduced to starvation, they them- 
selves will insist on every sacrifice, 
in order that their fighters in the 
trenches and the men and women in 
the munition factories may be main- 
tained. 


All Fighting in Our Defence. 


"This war is a struggle to assure 


the dominance of democracy. Every 
flag that flies against the central 
powers is by proxy the American 
flag. Every man in the ranks of the 
allies, every woman and child in Eu- 
rope sacrificing in the maintenance 
of these men, are fighting in our de- 
fense. 
, 
"We have, in our abundance and in 


our waste, an ample supply to carry 
them and ourselves over this next 
winter without suffering. If we fail, 
it is because individual American citi- 
zens have failed to see and do this 
loyal national duty. This is a ser- 
vice in which every man, woman and 
child in this country may enter. We 
shall invite all classes and all trades 
to sign a volunteer pledge to co-ope- 
rate with us in the undertaking, and 
so become as much members of the 
:ood administration as we ourselves 
are. 


•'There is no royal road to food 


conservation. It can be accomplish- 
ed only through sincere and earnest 
daily co-operation in the 20.000,000 
kitchens and at 20.000.000 dinner 
tables of the United States. 


"If we can reduce our consumption 


of wheat flour by one pound, our 
meat by seven ounces, our fat by- 
seven ounces, our sugar by seven 
ounces per person per week, these 
quantities, multiplied by 100,000,000, 
will immeasureably aid and encour- 
age our allies, help our own growing 
armies, and so effectively serve the 
jreat and noble cause of humanity 
n which our nation has embarked. 
"This co-operation and service I 


ask of all, in full confidence that 
America will render more for flag 
and freedom than king-ridden peo- 
ples surrender at comoulsion."

The Hoover announcement con- 


tinues: 
By these arrangements we believe 


that we shall stabilize the price of 
wheat throughout the year; that the 
hazards of operation due to fluctuat- 
ing prices which are imposed upon 
our millinpr and distributing commu- 
nity will be eliminated and. therefore, 
their business can return to the nor- 
mal margins of profit, and that we 
shall not only have stabilized the 
price of wheat, but stabilized the 
price of flour, and that it should en- 
able us to arrive at a stabilized price 
of bread. 
The food administration has had 


the patriotic co-operation of the 
leading millers of the country and 
these millers have organized, at the 
request of the food administration, a 
committee to represent the entire 
trade. Detailed 
proposals for 
an 


agreed differential of profit and ex- 
penses per barrel of flour and per 
ton of feed are under discussion. Un- 
der this arrangement the public will 
be assured an equitable and stabiliz- 
ed price of flour based upon the cost 
of raw material, and we confidently 
expect the volunteer arrangement 
with the mills which will give satis- 
faction to the public. 


The disturbance to the world's 


commerce and short supplies has 
caused a greater disruption of the 
normal markets for wheat than any 
other cereal. 
, 


Normal Price Destroyed. 


First. As a result of the isolation 


of certain of the world's wheat-pro- 
ducing countries, by either belliger- 
ent lines or short shipping, the nor- 
mal dtermination of the price of 
wheat by the ebb and flow of com- 
merce is totally destroyed. 


Second. In order to control specu- 


lation and to secure more equitable 
distribution of the available wheat 
and hour between their countries, the 
Allied Governments have placed the 
whole purchase of their supplies in 
the hands of one buyer. Also the 
European neutrals are now buying 
their wheat through single Govern- 
ment agents instead of in the nor- 
mal course of commerce. Therefore, 
the export price of wheat and flour, 
and thus the real price, if not con- 
trolled, will be subject to almost a 
single will of the foreign purchaser. 


Third. In normal times American 


wheat moves largely to Europe in the 
fall months. This year, the shortage 
of shipping necessitates its distribu- 
tion over the entire year. Therefore, 
there is danger of a glut in our ware- 
house system over a considerable 
period. 
Fourth. There are large stocks of 


wheat which cannot be drawn upon 
by the Allies during the war, but in 
he event of peace or defeat of the 
ubmarines these would be available 


seriously demoralize the 


wheat, flour and bread can be mate- 
rially reduced, me cannot expect to 
maintain the present wage scale of 
the country and that we mutt in this 
social readjustment lose efficiency at 
a time whe we can afford no such 
sacrifice.

HOW FOOD IS TO BE REGULATED 


Wheat, Floor and Bread Regulation 


Begina September 1. 


The following regulations for con- 


trol of wheat, flour and bread become 
effective September 1st: 


To eliminate speculation in wheat 


and flour, all elevators and mills of 
over loo -barrels daily capacity will be 
required to take put a Government 
license, the conditions of this license 
to be: 


Only reasonable and customary 


charges shall be made for warehouse 
service. 
No wheat shall be stored for more 


than thirty days without the approv- 
al of the Food Administration. 


Certain information as to receipts 


and shipments shall be supplied regu- 
larly. 


The grain exchanges are being ask- 


ed to suspend all dealings and quota- 
tions in future wheat. 


While farmers* co-operative eleva- 


tors are expected by the food law, 
this, however, applies only to mutual 
concerns and not to stock companies 
and, in any event, under the advant- 
ages of joining the plan, none is like- 
ly to stand out. 


The Food Administration purposes 


to open agencies for the purchase of 
all wheat at the principal terminals, 
carrying on its transactions with the 
usual dealers and is prepared to take 
the whole harvest, if necessary, ir 
order to maintain a fair price and 
will resell wheat for export in such 
quantities as we can afford to part 
with in protection of our own peo- 
ple on one hand and to sell, on the

It must be clearly under- 
tood that the guaranteed minimum 
price of §2 per bushel for wheat, set

There is, therefore, no determined 
price for the 1917 harvest. 


Need of Efficient Action. 


The result of this situation is that 
he normal price-making machinery 
s entirely broken down unless some 
efficient 
Government 
action 
is 


brought into play. Either (a) the 
American producer may face a slump 
n wheat, possibly below his produc- 
tion cost, and (b) the export price of 
wheat, which ultimately determines 
the real price, is at the will of a sin- 
gle agency, (c) Some one must buy 
he surplus wheat at any given mo- 
ment, and if the surplus passes into 
speculative hands it will be held for 
ligher prices later in the year, (d) 
With stabilized prices, extra hazards 
are introduced into all distribution 
inks, which must be paid for by the 
consumer. 
It must be evident that 


the United States Government can 
more justly deal with the situation 
than any of the agencies mentioned. 


The universal endeavor of the 


country to reduce consumption of 
wheat breadstuffs in order that we 
may have the requisite exports with 
which to carry the Allies over _ the 
forthcoming winter, will result in a 
largely increased amount of wheat 
available for export. If it were ex- 
ported as wheat, it would result in 
Diminution of employment in our 
mills, and, of equal importance, cur- 
tailment of supply of mill feed for 
our dairy cattle. Therefore, the food 
administration will stipulate for a 
large portion of export of flour in- 
stead of wheat, and as the export or- 
ders for flour will be given subject to 
the approval of the food administra- 
tion, those mills which co-operate 
with the administration will be given 
the benefit of the exports employ- 
ment. By thus encouraging the home 
production of flour the manufacture 
ing cost will be reduced, and, there- 
fore; the American public will receive 
indirect benefit in lowered margins 
of cost in distribution.

The Valley Spirit of Chambersburg 


indulged in the following editorial 
last week at the expense of Adams 
county, an editorial apparently in bad 
humor: 


"It is apparent that the refusal of 


the Adams county commissioners to 
join with Fuhon and Franklin coun- 
ties in securing the freeing ot the W. 
G. and M. turnpike road, has some 
inllucnce behind it. 


"While it is true that the turnpike 


itself does nut extend many nuies in- 
to Adams counly, yet the road of 
which it forms an nuiisposablc link 
is not only the direct route from the 
southwest part of the county to the 
couny seat and the nia:n route from 
l.iJjejty and Hamiiroiilian townships, 
but it is a most important through 
loute to the summer capital in the 
Blue Ridge from Gettysburg and is 
an integral part of the well-advertis- 
ed route from New York to Atlanta, 
aid out a few years ago by promi- 
nent newsp?pers of those two cities. 


"But even those features of the 


case, important as they are, do not 
cover all the characteristics 
that 


make this road an essential one in 
the Adams .-•.-•unty plan. 


"All roads in Adams county lead to 


Gettysburg, from which they radiate 
ike the spokes of a wheel. More and 
nore e\ery yeai these roads bring in 
jre^i crowds of tourist siglit-seers 
to visit the battlefield, from whom 
not only do the hotels and merchants 
of the i place derive a handsome in- 
come, but scores of men of all ages 
make their livelihood by serving them 
as battlefield guides and the road in 
question is one of those that bring in 
many of these tourists from 
the 


South and the West. It is probably 
second in importance only to the Lin- 
coln Way. 


"Besides 
these 
considerations, 


which relate exclusively to the ad- 
vantage to Adara> county by throw- 
ing open the toll gates upon this 
turnpike, there is involved a most 
noticeable lack of broadness of view 
and an unwise penuriousness that 
fails to take advantage of the many 
thousands of dollars that will be 
spent in taking the W. G. an<l M. 
road when such an insignificant si'm 
comes out of Adams county'-, pocket. 


"If it is true, a? has been intimated, 


that small countv politics :s behind, 
tbis stand of the Adams county com- 
missioners, it is time to call atten- 
tion to the fact so tnat the people 
no only of that county i>ut cf Frank- 
lin as well may know what or •»'ho 
are the influence and individuals- that 
are holding up a far reaching public 
service for some picayune advantage 
of the penny-vase economy." . 


The Compiler is unable to give any 


li^rht on the subject, because there is 
nothing- in the heated air of the last 
sentence of that ediorial. There is 
no infiucnce on the side-lines in Ad- 
ams count%-. for most of the stock- 
holders of the old turnpike who are 
wanting two dollars, for everv doHar 


jegun to grow is going to be the 
lean period if this awtul war con- 
tinues.

The State Highway 
Department 


completed last year a new map of 
Adams county, having been con- 
structed from actual surveys by au- 
thority of an Act of Assembly of. May 
31, 1911. It has been printed in colors 
and is now on sale at the State High- 
way Department, price 23 cents. 


This new map of Adams county is 


the third to be made of the county in 
a large size and is almost as large as 
the first map of 1858. from surveys of 
G, M. Hopkins, C.E. The second at- 
tempt at a map of the county was 
made in 1872 and published in bound 
form. 


The present map gives a conveni- 


ent table of distances from any one 
town to any other town in county 
measured on the nearest traveled 
roads. On the map are found specially 
designated, earth roads, improved

Its fight standing alone for a sanitary sewer won 
that modern necessity for the health and welfai e of the 
town. Democracy has been devotedly supported in all 
its many campaigns. ^ Now in the greatest fight of all ages 
the Compiler is doing its best to support the struggle that 
will make the world safe for Democracy. 


The accomplishments of the Compiler plant in the 


last sixteen years may be fittingly referred to as the cen- 
tury ran is entered. The Compiler plant in its latest devel- 
opment has become a thoroughly modern .and up-to-date 
printing, plant, equipped with the best specimens of ma- 
chinery. 


Ten years ago a Mergenthaler linotype was installed 


in the Compiler plant. It was the first machine of the 
kind brought to town and the only one here for about 5 
years. It is a machine or>e instinctively raises his hat to, 
doing work four or five times faster than can be done by 
hand, giving new type for each issue of the paper. 


The Compiler plant brought to town the first news- 


paper folder, a machine that pastes and folds an eight, 
ten and twelve page newspaper. It folds better than by 
hand the sixteen page forms of periodicals and books 
printed. In addition recently a small job folder has been 
added to the plant. 


The Compiler plant has a machine to do round cor- 


nering, perforating, punching and loose-leaf punching. 


The Compiler plant brought to town the first Boston 


Wire Stitcher, the only one in town, the machine that 
fastens together pamplets and books of nearly an inch in 
thickness.

The Compiler plant is equipped with a Babcock Opti- 


nius press, one of the best of fiat bed presses, for the 
finest kind of book and picture work, the kind upon which 
the highest class picture work is done in one or more colors. 


The first power cutter in the town was installed in 


the Compiler plant for quick service In cutting and trim- 
ming. 


The latest addition to the Compiler plant has been 


a Miller Press Feeder, the first brought to town. It is a 
wonderful machine, feeding paper mechanically Into a 
job press many times faster than can be done by hand. 
The paper is picked up by feet equipped with air suction 
and separated from the sheet immediately below by ah*, 
and when slipped into place is adjusted by metal fingers 
that make a periect register and then a pair of metal fin- 
gers remove the finished product and pile it up in a per- 
fect stack. If anything goes wrong, or more paper is 
needed the fact is announced by a belL 


The Compiler plant has Installed all these latest and 


best printing tools and machinery for the service of its 
patrons and the people of Gettysburg and Adams county. 
High class printing is a combination of good machinery, 
good materials and good workmanship. 


The output of the Compiler plant has been annually 


many tons of printed matter. Few of our people could 
have any conception of the quantity of the finished prod- 
uct unless they were inside the plant to see it daily turned 
out. In addition to the endless variety of small job work 
the annual output has been between 3,000 and 4,000 pages 
of periodical, book and pamphlet work in editions running 
from 100 to 10,000 copies. 


The Compiler plant has printed several editions of 


"Historic Views of Gettysburg" for Robert C. Miller and 
J. I. Mumper, a book containing 68 full page pictures of 
the battlefield. A 10.000 edition of the Capt. Long Bat- 
tlefield Book and several smaller editions have been is- 
sued and several 5,000 editions of the Miimigh book, 
"Gettysburg, What They Did Here." 


The two finest products of the Compiler Shop have 


been the de luxe cloth bound \olume "History of the Get- 
tysburg National Bank" by William Mcbherry, turned out 
in 1914 on the hundredth birthday of the bank, a book of 
138 pages, with over a dozen pages of illustrations. It 
will easily rank typographically as the finest book ever 
printed in £dams county. 


This year a cloth bound gilt top book was printed 


from the Compiler plant for Coit R. Hoechst, a native of 
East Berlin, son of Mrs. Isaac H. Hoechst of that town. 
It was entitled "Faust in Music," of 117 pages, with 11 
pages of music. 
It was the dissertation submitted by 


Mr. Hoechst when he received the degree of Ph.D. 


The greater part of our product has been done for 


our own community and people, but orders have come 
from all parts of the country from points as far off as 
Maine and Tacoma, Washington, and as far south as 
Georgia. 


Such is a brief resume of the contribution of the

production of on antidote serum. The 
Parel laboratory, Bombay, keeps a sup- 
ply of cobras from which venom Is ex- 
tracted every ten days. The snakes 
ore forcibly fed with egg flip through a 
tube. The venom Is dried over lime 
and then dissolved in a salt solution. 
Increasing doses are injected In a horse 
until at the end of two years the ani- 
mal can stand a dose 200 times the 
original one ajid is quite Immune from 
the cobra poison. The serum from the 
blood of this particular horse is an 
antidote and is absolutely effective if 
Injected in time 
Many lives have 


been saved by its use. However, each 
bite requires an antidote made from 
the venom of the same sort of snake 
that Indicted the bite.

Length of Wireless Wave*. 


In articles on wireless telegraphy 


•ach expressions as 200 meter wave 
lengths, 600 meter wave lengths, 15,000 
meter wave lengths are constantlj 
used. In reply to a correspondent who 
asks how the length of tbe waves is 
measured the Scientific American gives 
tbe following simple explanation: 


"Tbe length of an electric wave is 


determined by a wave meter. The nat- 
ural wave length of an aerial is f ou- 
tlines its linear length, just as the 
wave length of a note of a closed organ 
pipe is four times the length of the 
pipe, and the wave length of tbe note 
of a tuning fork Is four times the 
length of the box which Is resonant 
with the note. However, other consid- 
erations make it difficult to measure 
the wave length by a rule, and the 
wave meter gives a more correct result 
than can be found by measuring tbe 
length of the wire."
